Every  issue  I  receive  many  such  bids  which  come  too 
late,  as  some  other  collector  has  got  in  ahead  of  them. 

The  terms  of  this  sale  are  cash  promptly  on  receipt  of  goods.  Remit  in 
whatever  way  is  most  convenient.  Successful  bidders  will  be  notified  immedi¬ 
ately  after  sale  and  coins  shipped  at  once,  if  credit  references  are  O.K.  There 
is  no  charge  for  executing  bids,  but  postage  on  shipments  is  added  to  invoice.

The  six  fine  auctions  for  1944  each  listing  about  $20,000  worth  of  choice 
material  has  made  me  many  new  friends  and  cemented  old.  The  competi¬ 
tion  is  unusual,  but  is  the  life  of  trade. 

The  many  fine  collections  put  on  the  market  were  mainly  due  to  ill- 
health  of  the  owners.  They  are  wise  in  disposing  of  their  coins  while  they 
are  able  to  see  them  give  pleasure  to  others. 

Is  it  not  logical  to  conclude  when  our  government  has  melted  up  all  the 
gold  that  has  been  turned  in,  that  the  coins  that  remain  in  collectors  hands 
are  due  to  an  enormous  advance  in  price.  Many  dates  will  show  up  exces¬ 
sively  hard  to  find.  Some  have  already  done  so.  The  collector  who  buys 
any  gold  now,  and  holds  it  say  20  years  or  more  will  make  a  rich  profit. 

From  all  I  can  learn  gold  will  never  again  be  used  as  a  monetary 
medium  but  will  likely  always  be  used  in  international  settlements.  For¬ 
eign  exchange  will  as  now  be  on  paper,  but  a  way  will  be  found  to  dis¬ 
pense  with  constantly  shipping  gold  bars  back  and  forth. 

The  big  four  will  likely  frown  on  any  country  that  starts  to  make  gold 
into  coins.  You  will  notice  Mexico  stopped  making  their  $50  gold  pieces. 
Most  people  can  guess  why.  Morgenthau  did  not  like  it? 

In  view  of  the  conditions  that  exist  I  still  believe  that  gold  is  the  top 
coins  for  investment  purposes  and  are  still  the  most  attractive.  To  my  mind, 
an  uncirculated  gold  coin  of  2000  years  ago  is  the  most  fascinating  coin  you 
can  buy  and  will  always  remain  so. 

I  have  found  that  the  real  pleasure  in  any  hobby  is  constant  purchase  of 
new  material.  When  your  series  is  complete,  you  start  to  lose  interest.  You 
must  constantly  buy  new  material  or  you  are  soon  a  back  number. 

I  find  so  many  collectors  have  no  real  idea  of  the  vastness  of  Numis¬ 
matics.  They  are  mostly  running  around  in  circles.  Floating  down  stream 
instead  of  swimming  upstream.  History  is  full  of  coin  collectors  who  started 
at  70  and  made  a  name  for  themselves. 

If  you  would  dispose  of  a  series  as  soon  as  it  is  complete  and  start  an¬ 
other  you  would  find  your  enthusiasm  never  flagging.  There  is  nothing 
remarkable  about  completing  any  of  the  USA  series.  You  will  And  it  very 
much  harder  to  complete  a  foreign  series,  where  the  country  has  been  issu¬ 
ing  coins  for  10  centuries  or  more. 

The  third  edition  of  Auction  Prices  of  United  States  Coins  is  out  and 
should  be  in  every  collectors  hands.  It  is  150pp  plastic  bound,  red  cover 
and  admirably  arranged.  It  covers  57  auctions  of  1944.  Suppose  you  wanted 
to  buy  an  A. 7  large  cent  of  1831.  You  have  no  idea  whether  to  bid  $2  or  $5 
but  on  page  38  you  instantly  see  it  sold  recently  for  $10  to  $12.  Any  rare 
coin  sold  last  year  where  price  lists  were  issued  will  be  found  in  this  book. 
I  wrote  Mr.  Johnson,  the  author,  the  book  saved  me  $5  in  the  first  10  minutes 
I  had  it.  I  can  send  you  your  copy  for  $2.  and  you  will  save  much  money 
by  studying  same. 

My  next  auction  will  be  in  April  and  next  after  that  in  June.  If  you 
have  choice  material  you  wish  me  to  sell  at  my  rate  of  10%  then  you  should 
send  it  at  once.  I  must  have  material  six  weeks  before  booklet  is  issued.
